Thou gh highly poisonou s in its 
basic form, chlorine is one of 
Uie most u sefu l indu strial chem ­ 
icals and is u sed in the m anu ­ 
factu re of m any plastics, explo- 
lives and dyes.

STATE AND LCKAL govern- 
nients 
face greatly 
increased 
costs because of m igrations to

Sticking 
and

are a common problem in most 
households, but one that you 
can remedy with little effort 
Resist 
the 
temptation 
of 
reaching for a plane and tak­ 
ing a little off the edges. More 
conservative remedies general­ 
ly will cure the condition. Re­ 
mem ber that a door may swell 
in hot, humid weather but con­ 
tracts 
during cold, 
Reducing

air while warm air escapes.
